The list of A. R. O. daughters of 
Aaltje Salo 3d’s Tritomia Nether- 
land no longer appears in the up-to- 
date volumes of the Advanced Regis- 
try Year Book—his active career has 
closed, but in the passing he has left 
a remarkable record of achievement, 
and the value of his blood is very 
noticeable in the present generation 
of his descendants.

Of the first 
ninety-nine 30-lb. cows, ninety-six 
were direct descendants of Nether- 
land Prince, and so it was but logical 
to expect results from these lines of 
breeding. 

Lady Longfield 3d was the first 
daughter of Aaltje Salo 3d’s Trito- 
mia Netherland to be tested.

Well-eared ensilage and alfalfa hay 
makes young stuff to put against 
anybody’s, in the estimation of E. B. 
Marks, of North Yakima, Washing- 
- ton, and a visit to his 280-acre Hol- 
stein-Friesian plant in the fertile Ah- 
tanum valley is enough to convince 
the most skeptical that there is some- 
thing in his theory. Doubtless the 
blood of his breeding stock has had 
something to do with it, but whatever 
the cause, there have been produced at 
the Marks ranch from the present 
head of the herd 12 or 15 head of the 
highest-priced untested heifers ever 
sold. The average price was nearly 
$500 each, and the oldest was but 
14 months old at the time of sale. 
One hundred acres of the Marks ranch 
are in pasture, 60 acres in timothy 
and alfalfa, and 25 in corn. In addi- 
tion to that he raises some other 
grain. He cuts 275 tons of alfalfa, on 
the average, from two cuttings. The 
third cutting which his neighbors 
make he uses for pasture, for fitting 
cows and for filling silos, and he has 
proved to his own satisfaction that 
the third cutting makes lots of milk. 
Of corn ensilage he cuts 15 to 20 tons 
to the acre. 

Mr. Marks has operated to a con- 
siderable extent in conjunction with 
H. C. Davis of Granger, Wash., and 
it is for their purchase of a 22-mos.- 
old bull, Sir Bessie Fobes Tritomia, 
from the Monroe Farms at Spokane, 
Wash., for $10,000, that they most 
recently attracted the attention of the 





Hoistein world. This purchase es- 
tablished a price reco.d for the West, 
and possession of the bull, together 
with that of the progeny of Mutual 
Fobes Longfield De Kol, Mr. Mark’s 
herd head, he -exepects to result in 
some production records that will 
startle even admirers of the breed. 


For the dam of Sir Bessie, Jessie 
Fobes Bessie Homestead, it is claimed 
that no othe: cow has a similar rec- 
ord for production at two, three, four, 
five and seven years. As a junior 
four-year-old she made a 30-day rec- 
ord of 142 pounds, which stood as a 


world’s record for three years, until 
1914, Since that time, as a five and 
seven-year-old, she has made 34 lbs. 
again, and there is no other cow in 
the world with a similar record at 






Few cows make more 


all three ages. 
than two 30-pound marks. The sire 
of Sir Bessie is also the sire of the 
dam of Sir Bessie, and he has four 
*laughters that average over 33 Ibs. 
of butter for seven days. 

“We’ll breed Fobes until they sit up 
and take notice,” says Mr. Marks, for 
Sir Bessie’s dam is almost 100 per 
cent the same blood as Mutual Fobes, 
and Mr. Marks and Mr. Davis to- 
gether. own a son of Maldeta Canary 
Mercedes out of the same bull. Mal- 
deta was grand champion at the 
Washington State Fair in 1913, as a 
three-year-old, and in 1914 won in 
the aged cow class in the 48-hour 
milking contest with the best record 
ever made on a fair grounds in the 
United States. She won the butter 
test at the Oregon State Fair in. the 
same year, 51 per cent ahead of the 
nearest Jersey and with a record near- 
ly double that of the next Jersey. Mr. 
Marks bought her from Mr. Davis in 
1913 for $1800, the highest price ever 
paid for a cow at public auction west 
of the Rockies. 

Considering the value of his prog- 
eny, his owners hold Mutual Fobes 
a good investment at $20,000, and 
Mr. Marks said they -wouldn’t take 
that for him. His bull calves sell 
faster than they can te raised, at 
fancy prices, and last year his prod- 
uce won first at the Washington Fair 
in every class in which they were 
shown—five individual classes, calf 
herd and get of sire. His daughters 
include the $1,000 heifer, Mazie 
Fobes, whose dam was a daughter of 
a son of King Segis, and several $500 
heifers. He was himself grand cham- 
pion at the Washington State Fair in 
1913 and 1914. Young Sir Bessie 
will be used as an extra, but the

Sir Bessie and those of Sir Bessie 
not related to Fobes will be bred to 
the latter, for results will be watzhed 
with interest. 

Mr. Marks’ parents settled in Linn 
county, Ore., in 1845. He was born 
there in 1870 and a year later his par- 
ents moved to the Yakima country by 
prairie schooner, over the old Dallas 
road. They settled in the Ahtanum, 
13 miles from the present site of N. 
Yakima, in what was then open range 
inhabited mostly by Indians. The Ah- 
tanum country afforded excellent pas- 
turage for stock and in the business 
of raising it the Marks family en- 
gaged, the young Marks acquiring 
a great fund of knowledge which was 
eminently useful to him even after 
making the break from “punching” 
beef cattle to breeding registered 
Holstein-Friesians. 

His start in the purebred business 
was made in 1888, when his father 
bought two calves, a bull and a heifer, 
brought out from Syracuse, N. Y., 
by L. L. Thorpe of Ellensburg. These 
were the foundation of some of the 
good stuff in the Marks herd of today. 
Their registry was not kept up, how- 
ever, and when in 1906 it was decided 
to “go in” for purebreds exclusively 
there were only four or five head in 
the herd which could be registered. 





At that time all the grade cows were 
sold, but it was decided to keep 25 
or 30 calves, yearlings and two-year- 
old heifers, and from these another 
grade herd was deevioped. These 
were sold off piecemeal until 1910, 








including Sir Ormsby Burke Segis, a 
son of King Segis and the sire ‘a 
the first 30-pound cow produced jn 
the Yakima valley. During all this 
time Mr. Marks and Mr. Davis were 
purchasing together, the last ship- 
ment mentioned above including a son 
of Anine De Kol Butter Girl for the 
latter. Since then they have brought 


out a grandson of the same bull in 
partnership and used him on both 
herds, also a grandson of King Se. 
gis, following the lines of Segis breed- 
ing Mr. Marks was already using, 
They found that more money could 
be put into the sire in this way, and 
the results have been eminently sat- 
isfactory. 

There are now 100 head in the 
Marks herd, every one of which car. 
ries the blood of 30-pound ancestors, 
and in spite of the fact that it is made 
up almost entirely of young stock, he

when the last one went in March. In 
1906 a thoroughbred bull and heifer 
had been added to the herd by pur- 
chase, in 1907 10 head from John B. 
Irwin of Minneapolis, and in 1908 
and 1909 Mr. Marks and Mr. Davis 
bought 35 head from the same breed- 
er. In 1910 another shipment of 25 
head came out from Powell & Smith,

is milking only about 30, he has no 
bulls to sell, the oldest having been 
calved Aug. 17. He values his herd 
at $50,000, outside of the herd bulls, 
and the appearance of the plant is 
in keeping with the quality of his 
stock. It lies three miles from the 
carline at Wiley City and consists of 
a horsebarn holding 65 tons of hay, 
a cowbarn with capacity for 64 cows 
and equipped with Hoard model stalls, 
a separator house, two silos with total 
capacity of 250 tons, and two houses 
for help in addition to the family 
residences. He now stacks practical- 
ly all of his hay, but plans the con- 
struction of a hay barn 34x64 feet 
in size, with box stalls and grain bins 
beneath. Herman Moller, his Danish 
herdsman, has principal charge of the 
cows, and there are two other helpers 
regularly, besides Mr. Marks and his 
14-year-old son. The latter already 
has a good start in the business in 
the ownership of a daughter of Mu- 
tual Fobes which has a 19-lb. 2-yr.- 
old sister on her dam’s side. Cots- 
wold sheep to the number of 20 and a 





good-sized herd of Duroc Jersey hogs 
furnish employment for the boy and 
his 12-year-old sister, who is also be- 
ing brought up in the “Holstein” way. 

Mr. Marks is particularly proud of 
having bred the first 30-pound cow in 
the Yakima valley, which was sold as 
a yearling to a neighboring breeder. 
The sire, Sir Ormsby Bert Segis, and 
the dam, Josephine Duchess, were 
both his property. 

Ground barley and bran, two to 
one, varied according to price, with 
plenty of alfalfa and corn silage, 
form his principal ration. He also 
uses considerable soy bean meal, par- 
ticularly for cows on test.

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ONTONAGON PONTIAC 
KORNDYKE 

The following excellent article writ- 
ten by one of our best known farmers 
of the south side of the county tends 
to show the sentiment in favor of 
good stock. By request of the author 
we omit his signature. 

“From various sources, I have been 
asked for an opinion on the advisabil- 
ity of enlarging the county herd. Not 
being familiar with the work of writ- 
ing for the press, I have felt some 
delicacy in making the attempt but 
have been led to the point of consent- 
ing by the declaration of the great 
English statesman, Burke who ob- 
served “Poverty of language often in- 
sures skill and power of expression.” 
I shall make this article contain one 
feature which I imagine will be en- 
joyed by all, who may chance to read 
it, briefness, and will write nothing 
that cannot be verified, for while I 
do not mind being called a liar, I 
would hate to have it proven. When 
I learned three years ago, there was 
a movement on foot to buy a herd of 
full-blood Holstein cattle for the Poor 
Farm, and Peter J. Taylor, of Haight 
township, had been engaged to pro- 
cure them, I was very much pleased 
indeed for I felt, if the right kind 
were procured, it was certainly a 
move in the right direction and with 
the matter left to Mr. Taylor, I felt 
the right kind would be procured. 

Located at the Pontiac State hos- 
pital stands an historic barn, his- 
toric, for having been the home of 
Pontiac Korndyke and Heng. De Kol, 
two sires generally recognized as be- 
ing the most famous of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed by virtue of the great 
number of notable animals tracting to 
them. On his first trip east, Mr. Tay- 
lor purchased a son of the famous 
Pontiac Korndyke to head the herd 
at the county farm, and by the way, 
owing to the death of the great old 
bull, it is decidedly difficult to procure 
one of his sons at this time without 
paying a long price. The calf was 
christened, Ontonagon Pontiac Korn- 
dyke. The dam of Ontonagon Pontiac 


Korndyke is Fairview Rag Apple} 


Korndyke, a cow which produced 22 
lbs. butter in 7 days as a junior 3-year 
old. She was sired by Dutchland Sir 
Rag Apple, who is own brother to 
Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2nd, the first 
cow in the world to make 37 lbs. but- 
ter in 7 days and upwards of 1,000 
Ibs. butter fat in one year. Pontiac 
Rag Apple, an own sister to Pontiac 
Clothilde De Kol 2nd, surpassed all 
previous 7-day records of her time, 
by producing upwards of 31 Ibs. She 
was later sold to F. F. Field, of 
Brockton, Mass., for the sum of $8,- 
000. The dam of Dutchland Sir Pon- 
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tiac Rag Apple, Pontiac Clothilde De 
Kol 2nd, and Pontiac Rag Apple, was 
Pontiac Clothilde De Kol, being the 
best bred, and best producing daugh- 
ter (through her offspring) of Hen- 
gerveld De Kol, the great bull re- 
ferred to in the beginning of this arti- 
cle, with upwards of 100 A. R. O. 
daughters, nine of which made above 
30 pounds butter in a week. Ontona- 
gon Pontiac Korndyke, through his 
dam, traces direct to Sadie Vale Con- 
cordia, the first cow to make 30 lbs. 
butter in 7 days, one of her daugh- 
ters having made 41 lbs. butter in a 
week. At North Norwich, N. Y., On- 
tonagon Pontiac Korndyke has a very 
good brother owned by Whitman A. 
Follett. This young bull’s heifers are 
just coming in milk as-junior two-yr.- 
olds, individuals, which Mr. Follett 
thinks he would not care to put a 
price on, and the bull himself, if sold, 
would enlarge Mr. Follett’s tank ac- 
count by at least a few thousand dol- 
lars. 

Space will not permit the covering 
of the pedigrees of the various fe- 
males of the herd, however, the writer 
feels, in order to illustrate what 
might ke expected by crossing these 
richly bred heifers to so good a young 
sire. Hengerveld Pride Cornucopia 
2nd, one of the good young heifers. 
purchased from F. H. Durfee, of 
Howell, Michigan, is a grand-daugh- 
ter of the great King Segis, who, in 
spite of the fact that he died at the 
age of 6 years, has over 80 A. R. O. 
daughters to his credit. She is also 
a grand-daughter of Hengerveld De 
Kol (through her dam) he teing as 
before state}, closely associated with 
Pontiac Korndyke, as being the most 
popular bull of the breed. Through 








her sire, she traces direct to Sarcastic 
Lad, a grand champion bull at the 
St. Louis exposition and noted as the 
sire of Colantha’s Johanna Lad, the 
noted son of Colantha’s 4th Johanna, 
sire of 84 A. R. O. daughters. 

In reviewing the names of many of 
the Holstein fullbloois we notice the 
name of Pontiac. I know of no reason 
why this name should have gaineg 
such prominence in the Holstein world 
other than the fact that the name was 
given a bull calf, in adidtion to the 
name his dam possessed. Who can 
say the word Ontonagon might not be 
so conencted prominently in years to 
come. The Newberry State Hospital 
at Newberry, whose Holstein herd is 
rated by some authorities as surpass- 
ing the herd at Pontiac, procured its 
foundation stock at the later instity- 
tion. In the direction of prominence 
its stride has certainly been remark- 
able, and its success a marvel.

Refering to a situation 
Information where “the public has 
Wanted learned that milk should 

be bought at a price 
commensurate with its value as food,” 
Secretary R. M. Gow of the American 
Jersey Cattle Club writes in Hoard’s 
Dairyman as follows: 


This condition seems to be reflected 
in the recent action of the milk sup- 
ply companies in New York State 
such as the Borden Company, the 
Sheffield Farms Company, the Allex 
Campbell Company, the Levy Dairy 
Co., Tiestsen Bros., Seiler Bros., etc. 
Recent contracts offered by the milk 
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supply companies provide that three 
cents per hundred pounds shall be de- 
ducted for every tenth of one per cent 
that the milk tests below 3.8 -per cent 
in butter fat. Holstein herds pro- 
duce by far the greater part of the 
milk supply for cities, and the milk of 
Holstein herds in New York State 
averages from 2.8 to 3.5 per cent fat, 
the latter figure being unusual, and 
quite impossible to exceed. Conse- 
quently, Holstein owners in the state 
are threatened with an annual loss of 
six million dollars. 

“From Apulia Station, N. Y., thir- 
ty dairymen send milk which aver- 
ages 2.8 per cent fat. Under the 
new contracts, these dairymen will 
lose 30 cents on each one hundred 
pounds of milk.” 

Before making any commment on 
the above, we should like to hear from 
some of our readers who sell milk to 
these companies for further enlight- 
ment on the condition. Do you con- 
sider this butterfat standard as just 
or unjust? The article does not say 
whether or not an additional price of 
three cents per hundred pounds of 
milk is given for every tenth of one 
per cent that the milk tests above 
3.8. How about it? If this is not 
the case Jersey producers with milk 
testing five per cent would suffer more 
than the Holstein producers.

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“For ways that are dark 
Skimmilk and tricks that are vain,” 
Children the adherents of Jersey 

faith have got the heathen 
Chinee beat to a frazzle. Whenever 
a Holstein-Friesian raises the butter- 
fat standard a little higher, the Jer- 
sey promoters parade their private. 
45-lb. churned-butter records, made 
tefore the days of official testing, 
when all kinds of food prolucts were 
adulterated and the most adroit crook 
was cock-o’-the-roost. The Jersey ad- 
vocates evidently hold to the same 
principles as a certain man, so the 
story goes, who played poker all one 
evening and on being asked by his 
wife the next morning, where he had 
been the previous evening, he said, “I 
took supper with Mr. Jones and then 
we went to the show.” That’s stranze. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jones were over here 
calling last evening. Well, the hus- 
band replies, “That’s my story and 
Um going to stick to it.” 

In the article by Secretary Gow, the 
writer, true to the Jersey principle, 
rings in this ouotation, “If we feed 
our children on skimmilk, we will 
have skim-milk children.” The skim- 
milk, of course, refers to Holstein 
milk, but taken literally, the remark 
is as unscientific and misleading to 














the general public as it could be, for 
the general public does not realize 
that “skim-milk” children are as heal. 
thy as any. Skim-milk contains pro- 
tein and it is a scientific fact that 
where an excess of protein is taken 
into the body, part of it is trans- 
formed into carbohydrates, taking the 
place of fat in the food. This ac. 
counts for the thrift of skimmilk 
calves. Secretary Gow understands . 
this and knows also that normal Hol- 
stein milk is by no means skimmilk, 
but the mania for deception has got 
him. 

Is this affliction of the Jersey men 
due to drinking Jersey milk or do 
they just naturally feel called upon 
to make up in “guffaw” and “hot air” 
what the Jersey cattle lack in physical 
qualities? However you figure it out, 
something is amiss. 
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On general princi- 
Buy your ples, there is no 
Holsteins Now _ time like the present 

to buy Holsteins. 
This statement has been true for many 
years past and will be true for many 
years to come, but now it is doubly 
true. The reason why there is no 
time like the present is because the 
price is continually going higher. The 
printed report of the literary com- 
mittee of our National Association at 
its last annual meeting bears the 
statement that the average price at 
auction for Holstein-Friesian cattle 
has increased from $150 per head for 
803 head in 1908 to $264 per head 
for 5,926 head in 1914 and that for 
the four spring months just previous 
to the meeting the average for i,178 
head was $363. This would seem to 
prove, beyond a doubt, that if a man 
can make sufficient payment to get 
the cattle, the time to do it is now, 
and not later when he will have to 
pay a higher price. We know of one 
instance of a Wisconsin man, with 
money to buy, who attended auction 
sales throughout the middle west. At 
each sale he would look tke cattle 
over, pick out the ones he wanted and 
set his price on them. In many in- 
stances the first bid was higher than 
he would pay. Thus he went, from 
sale to sale, for a whole year and 
never secured a single animal. The 
man still wanted Holsteins so he in- 
duced a friend, with plenty of nerve, 
to attend the Lake Mills sale with 
him. He picked out the ones he wanted 
as. usual and instructed his friend 
that if they went over his own bid 
that he (the friend) should bid on 
them. The first choice went to $415 
and the friend knocked it down at 
$425, and every animal picked out 
was purchased. Thus the man got 
his start with Holsteins and today 











has a fine herd of sixty head and not 
a one that could be purchased for the 
prices he formerly wanted to pay. The 
man’s two sons are now managing the 
farm and paying rent to their father 
and we learn, from authority, that 
the past year, besides paying rent, 
buying a Ford automobile and making 
various farm improvements, the boys 
put $2,800 in the bank and that the 
proceeies of the business for several 
years past have been almost as much 
each year. 


The lesson this teaches is—Hol- 
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i stein-Friesian cattle are not going to 
' do you much good unless you own 


them; in no other way are you likely 
to reap benefit from the increase in 
price. 

After tke long tieup of the cattle 
market, the auction sale business 
seems to be opening up with a rush 
and as a result cattle may go at prices 
somewhat lower than otherwise. How- 
ever, regardless of this circumstance, 
the time to purchase is now—time is 
money, especially with Holstein-Fries- 
ian cattle. 





Rubbernecking Around San Francisco 
Senior Editor, C. G. Brown. 


Market Street is the main thor- 
oughfare of San Francisco. It ex- 
tends from the Ferry Building, the 
point at which the ferry boats arrive 
and depart that ply between this city 
and Oakland, Berkeley, Alameda, 
Sausalito, and other points, south- 
west through the city to the Twin 
Peaks which form a barrier to its 
further extension. We learn that it 
is the plan of the city to tunnel this 
bill and open up for settlement the 
district on the western side facing the 
ocean. 

The Embarcadero is the street 
fronting the bay and extends from 
the Ferry Building to the Exposition 
Grounds. West of the Exposition is 
the Presidio, the Government Mili- 
tary reservation. This occupies high 
ground and affords a fine prospect of 
the Exposition, the Bay, Golden Gate, 
the cities and hills across the bay. 
Bevend the Presidio is the famous 
Cliff House, looking out upon the Pa- 
cific with the seal rocks in the near 
foreground. 

Of course, no one can see San Fran- 
‘isco without taking in these main 
features and spending some time in 
the Golden Gate Park. This park is 
one of the chief glories of the city. It 
contains something over one thousand 
acres and added to its natural ad- 
vantages every beautifying art known 
to the landscape gardner has keen 
employed. Here are tropical trees 
end shrubs and flowers; wide stretches 
of lawn, fountains and statuary; zoo- 
logical gardens, museums and art 
realleries, and among all.these, elegant 
drives and shady paths that wind and 
wind seemingly without end, ever pre- 
senting new vistas of surpassing 
Feautv, new glories of city bay and 
oceen. ; 

Of course 
Berkeley 


we visited Oakland, 
and Alameda, the cities 


across the bay. On our way over by 
ferry we passed Yerba Buenna Island 
whith has an extent of 320 acres and 





is the seat of a U. S. naval training 
station. Oakland is a city of 125,000 
population. While Oakland and 
Berkeley are separate cities as to gov- 
ernment they are built solidly to- 
gether and the visitor has no way of 
telling when he is in Oakland and 
when in Berkeley. The latter city is 
the seat of the State University, which 
has a beautiful campus overlooking 
the bay and the Golden Gate. Among 
its attractions are its beautiful cy- 
press and ancient liveoak trees. The 
leaf of the liveoak differs widely from 
that of our eastern oaks, having an 
entire outline more like our beech or 
birch, but with a smooth edge. A 
further distinction is that the liveoak 
is an evergreen. One of the leading 
attractions is the Greek Theater, said 
to ke the only one of its kind in 
America. 

While viewing the campus our guide 
made the statement that “Berkeley 
had the most beautiful campus of any 
university in the World.” The Berke- 
ley campus is certainly a beautiful 
campus, but this was putting it pret- 
ty strong, so we approached the guide 
and asked “Have you ever seen Cor- 
nell campus?” His reply, as we ex- 
pected, was “No.” We merely re- 
marked “You ought to see it.” 

The Claremont Country Club 
Grounds, The Piedmont Park and the 
Haven Art Gallery are all very fine. 

Alameda is the older town and has 
about 25,000 population. It is thought 
by the other bay cities to be rather 
“slow.” Our guide told of a joke that 
was perpetrated at one of the leading 
theaters: The leading lady asked the 
leading man how old he was, and he 
replied “22”. “Oh!” said the L. L.. 


“you must be older than that” “Well,” ' 


replied the L. M., “I would have teen 


25, if I hadn’t lost three years living | 


at Alameda.” 
Another day we took the excursion 
to the summit of Mt. Tamalveis and 
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Building you take a ferry boat across 
the bay of Sausalito, passing Alca- 
traz Island on the way. This small 
island is owned by the U. S. Govern- 
ment on which is maintained a mili- 
tary prison. 

From Sausalito you go by a steam 
road along an arm of the bay to Mill 
Valley where you board the Mt. Tam- 
alpais and Muir Woods train. From 
this point to the summit of the moun- 
tain is 8% miles and it is doubtful if 
there is 100 feet of straight track on 
the line. The locomotive that pulls, 
or rather pushes the train up the 
mountain is of a special oil-burning 
type, whose cylinders turn a shaft 
that is geared to the drive wheels. 
This shaft has universal joints, enab- 
ling the engine to make the many 
short turns. The road winds about 
and in’ and out, making loops and 
double-bow knots and figure eights, 
but persistently getting higher while 
your view changes and broadens un- 
til you finally reach the summit where 
you have an unobstructed sweep in 
all directions. Here is laid out be- 
fore you the ocean, the bay, the 
Golden Gate, the cities of Oakland, 
Berkeley, Alameda (Unfortunately 
for us San Francisco was burie] un- 
der a bank of fog), the bay of San 
Pablo, Lake Lagunitas, San Rafael 
and Rose Valley, and far away Mt. 
St. Helena, Mt. Diablo and Mt. Ham- 
ilton, where is located the Lick Ob- 
servatory. 

Finally after lunching and taking 
a last look at this wonderful pano- 
rama of ocean, valleys, cities, moun- 
tains and bay, you board the gravity 
ears and descend to the Muir Woods. 
As you descend your car winds along 
the sides of a deep canyon, through 
groves of laurel, fir, oak, madrone, 
redwood and numerous other trees. 
Here and there you pass through deep 
cuts and here and there look down in- 
to deep abysses. The road terminates 
at the ‘Muir Inn. 

The Muir Woods is a tract of 295 
acres containing an extensive forest 
of redwood trees (Sequoia Semper- 
virens). These trees are in their 
primeval state, the largest specimen 
being nineteen feet in diameter and 
some three hundred feet in height. The 
total stand is estimated to yield thir- 
ty-five million feet of redwood lumber, 
besides five million feet of fir and a 
considerable amount of tanbark oak. 


This tract was presented to the 
Government by the owner during the 
Roosevelt administration, the original 
grant being from the Spanish Gov- 
ernment. The Muir Woods was 
named in honor of John Muir, the 
California geologist and author. The 


to the Muir Woods. From the Ferry| original log cabin, his favorite re- 
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treat, also of the California poet, 
Joaquin Miller, is still preserved. One 
large hollow tree held our entire 
party, numbering thirty, with plenty 
of room to spare. One fine specimen, 
said to be the most perfect redwood 
in America, had a large boulder near 
its base on which was a chiseled in- 
scription dedicating the same to Gif- 
ford Pinchot, Chief Forester of the 
U. S. Forest Reserve. 

One species of tree which we ‘saw 
nowhere else is known as the Bay 
Tree. It has long rambling branches 
that finally tend to the ground and 
again take root. This may be re- 
peated an indefinite number of times. 
One specimen that we saw is said to 
have over seven hundred offshoot 
trunks, all connected with the one 
parent trunk. 

This was a day full of rare exper- 
iences and long to be remembered. 
On July 2d we started for Woodland, 
the home of Tilly Alcartra.

Farming is a business and the man- 
ager of one is, or should be, a busi- 
ness man.

A few reasons why every farmer 
should have a business office, even if 
it is no more than a space partitioned 
off in the tool house, are as follows: 

1. Bulletins adapted to every phase 
of the farming tusiness are now 
available and unless these are filed 
away, they are never to be found 
when wantel. 








2. He often has business callers 
who feel averse to walking into the 
house _and talking freely before the 
women members of the family, but 
who are at ease when alone with the 
farmer. An office fitted up cozily with 
a stove and chairs is a fitting place to 
take them especially in cold weather. 

3. The time is fast approaching 
when the successful farmer will know 
something of science, and an office 
or den is a good place to make his 
experiments on soils or other mater- 
ials, or to keep his samples of fenc- 
ing, soils or seeds. 

4 There is no farmer but keeps 
some accounts, more or less correct 
according to the business ability of 
the man. He should have a place to 
keep these account books. Neatly 
printed farm stationery, and a type- 
writer in his office will help the farm- 
er to find a better market for his 
products, — 

The cost of fitting a farm office 
can depend upon the inclinations of 
the man. It should contain a desk, 
preferably roll top on account of its 
many drawers and pigeon holes, an 
extension of the phone from the 
house; shelves or cabinet for filing 
his books, pamphlets and samples; 
a stove and a table for his experi- 
ments. Other equipment may be add- 
ed 2s is needed.—Grail R. Fuller, Col- 
orado Agricultural College, Fort Col- 
lins, Colo.

PROFIT IN DAIRYING 





Paper by Charles E. Potter, of the 
City Dairy Co. of Toronto, Canada, 
Before the International Milk Deal- 
ers’ Association. 





“Profit is the difference between the 
cost of production and the selling 
price,” explains one of our dairy ex- 
perts. “To insure the largest profit 
in milk production, the cow owner 
must know that each cow in the herd 
is producing enough milk to pay for 
feed, labor, interest, taxes and depre- 
ciation, and then leave some for

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profit.. In one herd, eleven cows pro- 
duced $200 worth of butterfat above 
feed cost, while four others ate $20 
worth of feed more than the returns 
for their butterfat paid for. So that 
the whole fifteen only averaged $15 
each above cost of feed. While, if 


the man had had only the best eleven, 
he would have had $20 more money, 
saved the feed and the labor of hand- 
ling. The only certain way in which 
these ‘robber’ cows can be located is 
by yearly records of milk production. 
No man has yet been found who can 


guess accurately on every cow in the 
herd. Records may be made by the 
owner, or by several joining together 
in a cow test association, and employ- 
ing a man to do the work. 


“Having located the unprofitable 
cows, and eliminated them, their 
places can be filled in a few cases by 
purchase. The prices are getting high. 


The best way is through the pur- 
chase of a pure-bred sire from a 
profitable cow, and the saving of his 
daughters out of the best cows in the 
herd. Each community should adopt 
one breed and all buy sires of the 
same breed. In a short time the grade 
surplus stock will command from $10 
to $50 apiece above the common scrub 
stock, because of the large amount 
of it to be found in one community 
and the reputation they will acquire 
for breeding that one class of stock. 


“Profits can usually be increased by 
better feeding. Each cow must have 
enough food—first to maintain her- 
self; second, with which to make the 
milk she yields, and any surplus above 
this is stored up in the form of fat to 
be used later when she doesn’t get 
enough food. The cow that has the 
ability to produce forty pounds of 
milk a day, and is only fed enough to 
make twenty-five or thirty pounds a 
day, does not make milk as cheaply as 
she would when fed to her capacity. 
In the judgment of the writer, the 
dairy cow that has the ability to 
make thirty pounds of milk a day, 
or better, cannot eat enough alfalfa 
hay to enable her to do her best work, 
and she should ke fed some form of 
grain or by-product concentrate low 
in protein to supplement the alfalfa 
hay eaten. Every cow must have 
enough feed. The feed she does eat 
must contain the minimum amount of 
' protein required for her maintenance 
and for -production of milk. An in- 
sufficient amount of protein limits 
production.”—Epitomized in Cream- 
ery and Milk Plant Monthly.

Now while in a sense a specialist, 
in that my energies are devoted to 
the development of a single breed of 
dairy cattle, still I am quite ready 
to admit success may be attained 
with cows of ‘breeds other than those 
with which I am connected, and to all 
dairymen getting satisfactory returns 
from the breed of their choice I would 
say by all means don’t switch. Stay 
with your cow. However, in justifi- 
cation of introducing the Holstein 


. cow as my business partner in the 


great dairy business, I may say that 
having earlier in my history tried out 
good pure-bred: specimens of other 
dairy breeds with rather indifferent 
success, I linked up with the Hol- 
stein as my third choice, and as 1 
enter upon my ninth year with the 
great black and white dairy machine, 
I can say with a degree of certainty 
born of at least some experience, that 
she stands a fair chance of being my 
final cow. 


In reverting to these years since 
entering the breeding business and 
dairying in earnest, I can see many 
places where a man could yield to 
discouragement, withdraw from the 
game, and condemn it to others. For 
instance, early in the business when 
anxious to build up a herd as rapidly 
as possible, and hence heifer calves 
were at a premium, my first herd 
sire presented me with 12 consecu- 
tive male calves, and my thirteenth 
calf, a heifer, arrived after his dis- 
posal. To’others having a somewhat 
similar experience I may say I re- 
solved to have a certain number of 
heifer calves coming on each year, 
and instead of waiting for the “tide 
to turn,” I replaced by a small addi- 
tional outlay each male calf with a 
heifer and hence had a herd estab- 
lished in minimum time. Then again 
an outbreak of blackleg, to which we 
were never subjected before nor since, 
in five days removed five out of that 
promising string of 12 calves quite 
often pictured in Farm and Dairy 
above a famous calf-meal advertise- 
ment. This also was a rather hard 
blow to a beginner, but the following 
year the sale of 10 females (after re- 
taining their calves) at an average 
of $268 each, renewed my confidence 
in the breed «nd the game. In sum- 
ming up my experience, favorable 
and otherwise, I would just say to 
every young breeder, “Don‘t dwell on 
your losses, but look well at your 
profits,” and I think with proper at- 
tention and care you will readily find 
that viewed in this way your suc-

The Drudgery of Dairying. 

Referring to the drudgery of dai- 
rying, as some people term it, I would 
like to say most emphatically that I 
have not found dairying with regis- 
tered Holstein cattle hard or irksome. 
On the contrary, I have found it most 
interesting and remunerative to the 
extent that starting with little capi- 
tal, it has supplied my necessities, 
vrovided comforts and conveniences 
in both home and barn, and at the 
same time has thrown me in relation- 
ship with men worthy of being called 
friends. It has introduced and devel- 
oped more of the co-operative spirit 
into my life and those of my fellow- 
breeders, whereby we learn to sink 
our differences and suspicions and 
enlarge our sympathies in each oth- 
er’s lives and occupations. After all, 
it is not the energy you expend that 
makes some work heavy and other 
light. It is the spirit you put into it. 
Enthusiastic work is play. Half- 
hearted work is drudgery. This truth 
I have proved time and time again, 
both in my own life and in that of 
others engaged on the farm. 


“Knowledge is power.” It is also 
the foundation of interested enthusi- 
astic work, and I know of no work 
more interesting when the why and 
wherefore of each step is sought for 
and possessed, than the feeding for 
tke production of milk, when associ- 
ated with the breeding of Holstein 
cattle. 





MILK AND CREAM CONTESTS 





By A. C. Baer, University: of Wis- 
consin Dairy Department. 





The first exhibition of milk and 
cream for prizes was held in connec- 
tion with the National Dairy Show 
at Chicago in 1906, under the dire:- 
tion of the Dairy Division of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. Since 
then these contests have been held in 
connection with all dairy shows, and 
many states have included a milk and 
cream exhibit at their State Fairs. 

These contests have proved to be 
of great value to the dairymen thru- 
out the country and much interest is 
being manifested. This is shown by 
the large number of entries from 
many states at our recent exhibitions. 
At the Internatiotnal Dairy Show at 
Milwaukee there were entered 115 
samples of milk and cream from per- 
haps 20 different states and from all 
sections of the country. First prizes 
were awarded to entries from Seattle, 
Washington, and Salt Lake City, 
Utah. At the National Dairy Show 
at Chicago 71 entries went to Nichols 
Bros. of Bloomington, Ky. 


The educational value of these ex- 
hibitions cannot be overestimated. 
These contests have proved that milk 
and cream, producei and handled un- 
der sanitary conditions and kept at a 
low temperature, can be shipped thou- 
sands of miles and remain sweet for 
weeks The contests have also helped 
to point out to the dairymen the com- 























mon defects in milk and cream and 
have suggested remedies to overcome 
the difficulties. 

The experience of the men that 
have conducted these milk and cream 
contests has demonstrated the fact 
that milk or cream can be scored with 
reasonable accuracy for flavor and 
odor, bacteria, chemical composition, 
and keeping quality. A score card 
has been perfected which in all re- 
spects is as fair and accurate as the 
one used in scoring butter and cheese. 

For the benefit of dairymen who 
have not entered the prize exhibitions 
’ of milk and cream and for the educa- 
tion of the general public as to the 
methods employed in the scoring, a 
copy of the score card with an expla- 
nation is here submitted. 
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than 400 bacteria per cubic centime- 
ter. This is possible, as has been 
repeatedly shown at our contests held 
this year. Seven or eight samples at 
the last National Dairy Show had 
bacteria counts betwteen 200 and 500 
per cubic centimeter. A score of zero 
is given for a count of 200,000 or over, 
Counts between 400 and 200,000 are 
rated proportionately. 

With reasonable care in all steps in 
the production and handling of the 
milk and cream, any conscientious 
dairyman should be able to produce 
milk with a bacteria count below 5000 
per cubic centimeter. 

While a large number of samples at 
our recent Shows were very good 
from a bacterial standpoint, there 
were a great many defective in this

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With a little more care to sanitary 
methods such as the thorough clean- 
ing of the stable, cows and utensils, 
the sterilization of utensils and bot- 
tles, rapid cooling of the milk and 
proper packing of the samples during 
shipment it should be possible to en- 
ter milk and cream in the prize scor- 
ing exhibitions with bacteria counts 
below 1000 per cubic centimeter. 


Flavor and Odor. 


The flavor and odor of milk is per- 
haps the hardest to control. A great 
many factors may influence this. 
Some of the more common are feed, 
pastures, stable air, cleanliness of 
utensils, cleanliness of cows and meth- 
ods of milking. 

In order to obtain a perfect score 
on flavor and odor a milk must not 
show any perceptible foreign flavor or 
odor. Very few samples entered in 
our contests have been found perfect 
in flavor or odor. Some of the com- 
mon defects are stable odor, cowy 
odor, manure flavor, paper cap flavor, 
garlic, sage, turnips, weed flavor, si- 
lage or hay flavor, tin flavor and a 
great variety of other common flavors 
and odors. 

All of these defects can be con- 
trolled by proper management and 
care. There is certainly no excuse 
for having a stable or manure flavor 
in milk. It suggests dirty or filthy 
habits. The flavor peculiar to the 
various feeds can be controlled by 
properly mixing these odoriferous 
feeds with other dry feeds in milk 
are absorbed during the milking and 
such feeds as are liable to taint the 





milk should not be fed during the 
milking period. 


Visible Dirt. 

It hardly seems possible that milk 
and cream from sanitary or certified 
dairies should be scored off on visible 
dirt in the bottom of the bottle. Yet 
our recent contests have shown that 
milk and cream from our best dairies 
contains sediment of some kind. Visi- 
ble dirt in the bottom of the bottle is 
one of the most common defects that 
was found in milk. This sediment 
usually consists of fine particles of 
dust, particles of manure or straw 
and hairs from the cows. At the Wis- 
consin State; Fair exhibit of milk 
several samples had to be scored near 
zero for visible dirt. At the National 
Dairy Show scores as low as three 
and four were given on this point. 


Fat and Solids. 


A perfect score is usually awarded 
to milk with a fat content of four per 
cent and solids not fat of 7.8 per cent. 
In local contests this standard may 
be varied a little. However when a 
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sample falls below the local legal 
standard for fat or solids a score of 
zero is given for fat and solids. 

In Wisconsin milk with less than 
three per cent fat and 8.5 per cent 
solids not fat should be scored zero 
on these two points. Cream is usually 
given a perfect score when it contains 
20 per cent fat. 

Exhibitors of milk and cream 
should aim to have at least a 4 per 
cent milk and a 20 per cent cream 
when entering a competition of any 
kind, 

Acidity. 

Five points are allowed for acidity 
and a sample must show 0.20 per cent 
or less acidity in order to receive a 
perfect score. Not very many sam- 
ples entered in our exhibitions have 
been found defective as regards acid- 
ity. If milk or cream is correctly 
handled and kept at a low tempera- 
ture, no marked acidity will develop 
for several weeks. 


Bottle and Cap. 

Some of the more common defects 
on this point are partially filled bot- 
tles, leaky caps, caps not properly 
sealed with hot parafin, attached 
metal parts on cap and in contact with 
milk, tinted glass bottles, unprotected 
caps and other conditions that permit 
contamination of milk or detract from 
the appearance of the package. Un- 
protected caps and partially filled bot- 
tles were the most common defects at 
the National Dairy Show exhibit. 

The above explanations should 
make clear the fact that the scoring 
for milk and cream can be carried out 
with reasonable accuracy. There is 
no better way for a dairyman to ad- 
vertise the product the is putting out 
at his dairy than to win a prize in 
the milk contests. Whether a man 
is producing ordinary market milk or 
certified milk, there is an equal chance 
for everybody. At our recent Na- 
tional Dairy Show several market 
milks were entered that were equally 
as good if not better than the major- 
ity of certified milks entered. 


Local Contests Needed. 

Our large National Contests as well 
as the more local contests at the State 
Fairs are all in their proper place and 
do a great deal of good in arousing 
interest toward better and more sani- 
tary methods of dairying. There is 
perhaps nothing that will stimulate 
dairymen to use better methods and 
promote interest in their work than to 
win prizes at a contest. The dairy- 
man as well as any other business 
man likes to advertise his methods 
and this is one way of doing it. 

We need, towever, besides these Na- 
tional contests more local contests; 


contests within the limits of a city or 
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a county. We need better sanitary 
methods in the milk supply of our 
cities. One way to stimulate an inter- 
est and to educate dairymen is to 
hold more local contests. The general 
public does not yet know the differ- 
ence between good and poor milk or 
the economic value of each. What is 
the difference between an ordinary 
milk scoring 20 and a sanitary milk 
scoring 90 or above? 

A friendly, neighborly milk and 
eream contest can be held annually 
in every city of the country. A con- 
test of this kind brings the milkmen 
and dairymen together with common 
interests and the educational value 
resulting will be no small gain to a 
community.

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SWAT THE FLY 
By Dr. David Roberts, 

Unfortunateify the writer is not 
familiar with the origin of the fly, 
but it is safe to say that this little 
pest began his busy industry some 
thousands of years ago. He has been 
called every conceivable name, but 
this does not lesson his energy in 
the least and he has come down 
through the ages with a competent 
army of assistants that have proved 
to be successful in preventing live 
stock breeders, especially dairymen, 
from adding some millions of dol- 
lars to their bank accounts. 

The fly has been referred to as an 
ill-bred insect, and we have every 
reason to believe that this is true, as 
there seems to be nothing too low 
for him to do. He is a mischief mak- 
er, a pest, a disease carrier, and a 
scavenger that nothing can _ phase, 
oftentimes flying from the filthiest 
decomposed carcas, alive with deadly 
germs to the innocent cow. Here, 
with his dirty feet plastered with 
germs, he attempts to suck the blood 
from the most tender part of the 
animal,—the teats and udder, often 
causing an infection of these parts 
that is difficult for the dairyman to 
account for. ~ 





Mr. Fly has had so many thousands 
of generations of ancestors who have 
earned their livelihood in this infam- 
ous way, that when he sallies forth 
in search of food, he hasn’t the slight- 
est hesitancy in pursuing the mal- 
practice of his grandfathers. 

They have wonderful leaders, and 
in addition to having wonderful lead- 
ers, every fly is a bunch of energy. 
in itself,—it’s one aim and ambition 
being to pester the life out of. live 
stock. The flies are successful in 
keeping the cows in a state of con- 
tinual fret and worry from the early 
months of the summer until the frost 
comes to their rescue in the fall. 











Some animals are much more sen. 
sitive to their stings, bites, and blood 
sucking appetites than others, and if 
an army of flies gets after such an 
unfortunate animal they torture it 
until it is driven to frenzy before the 
day is over. And of course it fol- 
lows naturally that a dairy cow thus 
pestured, will have a great falling off 
of milk during the fly season. 

When one stops to think of the 
nervous excitable animal being com- 
pelled to face this everlasting tor- 
ture day in and day out, it would 
seem like a humane act on the part 
of the owners to do everything in 
their power to lesson this annoyance, 
thereby protecting the animals and 
conserving their energy and strength 
for the production of meat and dairy 
products. This is one form of con- 
servation of the: nation’s wealth, and 
is it not an important one? 

It is a difficult matter to compre- 
hend how rapidly the flies multiply 
in number, but when you stop to 
think that one fly in thirty days is 
responsible for twenty-five millions 
of flies, you can readily see how the 
pastures and barns soon swarm with 
these nasty little insects that torture 
incessantly the animals that have no 
protection. However when the dairy- 
man compares his milk check in fly 
time with his milk check when bet- 
ter protected, either by the season 
or by a good fly oil, it is an easy mat- 
ter to reckon the losses by flies, or 
the gains by protection. 

Wonderful achievements have been 
brought about in the breeding of live 
stock in producing animals of differ- 
ent colors and conformation. Per- 
haps the most pronounced example of 
this is the Dutch Belted cow, which 
is a pure black with a white band 
around the body. 

By careful breeding the horns have 
been bred off of cattle. The writer 
is fearful that some scientist will 
conceive the idea of crossing the fly 
with the fire fly or the lightning bug, 
thus enabling this little pest to furn- 
ish its own light. This would en- 
courage it to work both day and 
night. 

For this reason it is very import- 
ant that we “Swat the Fly” before 
these changes have been brought 
about. Under those conditions dairy- 
men would become discouraged in- 
deed. It is a difficult matter now to 
make a good profit during fly season, 
but if their animals were deprived 
of their night’s rest as well as their 
peace by day, there would be little 
profit made. 


There are two steps for the live 
stock breeder to take. He should 


make special efforts to prevent the 








hatching of flies around and in the 
barn. This can be done by a thor- 
ough cleaning up of all rubbish or 
decomposing material that invites the 
fly to breed. In the course of time 
these: sanitary measures will mean 
the death of the whole fly tribe. 

While waiting for that golden era, 
however, the dairyman who is inter- 
ested in this year’s milk checque, will 
find it decidedly to his advantage to 
use some standard fly oil. These 
have been found very efficient and 
are probably one of the best invest- 
ments that a farmer can make during 
the summer months.

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WINTER AGRICULTURAL SHOWS

This winter show began eight 
years ago with an inclosed covered 
space of 21,000 square feet and this 
year it reached 75,000 square feet. 
The total entries exceeded 5,000, with 
the dairy department in the lead, 
where there were 370 entries of but- 
ter alone, and beyond a doubt some 
of the finest butter in the world, for 
New Zealand is noted for fine butter 

and cheese.
